Middle West Is Threatened by Snow and Gale Sweep- 
ing Down from Northwest—Stdden Drop in Tem- 
perature Brings Suffering—Trains Are Blockaded 
and Worse Weather Is Anticipated. 


Dec. 
Dispatch.} Sweeping down from 
the northwest before a heavy 
wind, a «enuine old-fashioned 
blizzard is spreading eastward and to 
the south. It had reached several 


though the weather prediction here 
merely was colder with slight snow 
flurries, the blizzard is likely to reach 
Uunois tomorrow. 

Today it was genera! over Northern 
Wisconsin, Iowa and upper Michigan, 
Nebraska, Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas. The snow fell in drifts that 
were swept along the roads and rail- 
road tracks. Trains were delayed 
from one to two hours and fears of 
a complete tie-up resulted. 

In many places in Wisconsin a foot 
of snow fell; in lowa ten inches was 
the average reported. In both States 
huge drifts piled up. Following weeks 


caught most persons unprepared. 

Intermittent rain and snow fur- 
nished Chicago with one of the slop- 
piest days of the winter. The snow 
was so cold it formed a stiff slush 
on the streets, and walking was dit- 
ficult. 

A drop in temperature to 20 deg. 
above zero is expected tomorrow. and 
a high northwest wind may send the 
thermometer lower and bring tha 
blizzard. The low temperature prob- 
ably will continue Thursday. although 
the wind will diminish. 

Cable, Wis.. was the only citv to 
take a real optimistic view of condi- 
tions today. Dispatches announcing 
a foot of snow as the result of a three 
days’ storm said the snow was wet and 
the temperature below freezing, soa 
conditions were good for the logging 
interests.

The strategic point of Tabriz, 380 
miles to the northwest of Teheran, is 
another center of constant collisions 
between the Russian and Persian ele- 
ments. One dispatch says the Rus- 
sian artillery swept the streets, while 
another, through Russian sources, says 
a condition of anarchy exists, even 
the banks being without adequate 
guards.

The sub- 
ject of the communications ig the war 
in Tripoli, but the question of the re- 
newal. of the triple alliance’ between 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Italy 
also is being discussed. 

Efforts are being made both by the 
government in Constantinople and the 
Italian Foreign Office to find a pos- 
sible basis for the conclusion of peace 
between the two countries. 

The negotiations regarding the tri- 
ple. alliance, it is conceivable, might 
even result in the withdrawal of Italy 
from the alliance and the consequent 
strengthening of the triple entente be- 
tween Great Britain, France and 
Russia. 

The Italian Ambassador in Berlin ts 
now in Rome, where he is giving a 
verbal report to the Foreign Minister, 
the Marquis di San Giuliano, 4s to the 
disposition of Germany.

MANY VICTIMS. 


Dean Sumner Makes Charges 
in Chicago. 


Says He Caused a Previous 
Inquiry. 


Hanish’s True Name Said to 
Be Hennessy. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO (IIL) Dec. 26.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Startling evidence 
that William Lindsay, the Philadel- 
phia boy heir, whose custody is to be 
settled in the juvenile court, was but 
one of many boy victims of Ottoman 
Zar-Adusht Hanish, high priest of 
Mazdaznan, the Sun Cult, came un- 


ner of Saints Peter and Paul's Cathed- 
ral today. 

Dean Sumner declared that he had 
recently prompted a police investi- 
gation into the cult and the practice 
of its devotees, in an effort to save 
the scion of a wealthy New Jersey 
family from falling into the toils of 
Hanish. The minister e action foi- 
lowed an appeal from members of the 
family asking him to investigate the 
cult. The writer declared the boy 
seemed strangely desirous of coming 
to Chicago and living with Hanish at 
his sun temple, No. 3016 Lake Park 
avenue, 


This development came when rela- 

tives of “Billy” prepared to go before 
Judge Pinckney in the juvenile court 
to pray for an annulment of the or- 
der, making Attorney Oscar W. 
Brecher his guardian until the dis- 
posal of the case, January 4. It is 
claimed that Hanish has been allowed 
to see the boy. 
R. Lindsay. uncle of the 
boy whom he seeks to wrest from his 
mother, the Vahdah“ of the Sun cult. 
and ex-Judge Williard M. McEwen, 
his counsel, are in the Fast. seeking 
evidence to prove Hanish to be a 
faker. It was said today that prior 
investigations in the East proved the 
fact that Hanish instead of being the 
lineal descendent of a proud Indian 
family of the highest estate, -is ex- 
tremely, Celtic, and that before he be- 
gan to have “inspirations” his name 
was Hennessy. hence Hanish. 

Dean Sumner’s statement gives 
strength to other charges that the 
Sun Temple was a lure to boys, some 
of whom entered and were never seen 
again. 

The police engineered 
by the dean, came to naught because 
the police could find no tangible evi- 
dence that could be made the basis of 
a criminal prosecytion.

HEALTH AND CRIMINALITY. 
The Big Healthy Men Do Not Go 
Wrong as Often as Those Who Are 
a Misfit in Life. 


[St. Paul Pioneer Press:! Crim- 
inality is a concomitant of disease, 
according to Judge Ralph Latshaw of 
the Kansas City (Mo.) criminal 
court, who bases his opinion upon sev- 
eral years’ observation of the hun- 
dreds of criminals who have passed 
before him. 

Big. healthy men seldom go wrong, 
from criminal instinct, Judge Latshaw 
declares. When that kind of a man 
gets into trouble, it arises from the 
heat of passion, from ignorance or 
from fear of imposition. 

The real criminal, the wrong- 
doer by nature. is the little, narrow- 
shouldered, sunken-chested, puny- 
faced degenerate, who can be seen in 
court every day—the “shrimps,” 
Judge Latshaw calls them. 

“A big, healthy man, such as the 
villain of the nickel novel, is practical- 
ly unknown in criminology. He isn't 
there—that's why,” says Judge Lat- 
shaw. 

“The average criminal usually te the 
derelict of humanity, the misfit in 
life. Put him under treatment and 
make a healthy man of him and be- 
fore long there will be ‘For Rent’ signs 
on the criminal court buildings.”

NEW COMMERCIAL EPOCH. 


There was something of lively inter- 


est in that news from Washington printed 
on Tuesday morning touching the Panama 
Canal and the questions raised in the minds 
of our statesmen in view of its approaching 


‘| opening. According to the Taft administra- 


tion, the question overshadows all the oth- 
ers before Congress, not excepting the re- 
vision of the tariff. Geographic. associa- 
tions, we are told, are busily engaged in 
making new measurements of the ocean 
courses so as to give more accurate infor- 
mation as to comparative distances between 
great commercial ports through the canal 
and other lines of travel. 

Over aud above all other branches of the 
general subject in its interest to our people 
towers the rehabilitation of the American 


-| Merchant marine. Putting it in its financial 
value, we are now paying probably nearly 
a half-billion dollars to foreign ships for 
doing our carrying trade. We cannot com- 


pete on the seas with cheaper-built, cheaper 
manned vessels going under the Union Jack 
of Great Britain. It ts still harder to com- 
pete with vessels flying the imperial flag of 
Germany and, hardest of all, to hold our 
own against the ships of the new nation. 


Japan, built and operated at the lowest cost 
ot any. 


There are several paths marked out for 


us to follow with the hope of being able to } 


overcome this competition. The question is 
whether any of them will bring about the 


results hoped for and, if so, which one most 
promptly and effectively. 


When the American colonists won their 
political independence in the war of the 
revolution, our statesmen, led by Alexan- 
der Hamilton and encouraged by washing · 
ton, undertook the laudable task of making 
us commercially and industrially independ- 
ent of England and all other foreign nations. 
This policy was ardently followed by Thom- 
as Jefferson and Andrew Jackson. 

There was a twofold idea underlying this 


the leading motive in the minds of our ear- 
ly statesmen. The idea was simultaneously 
to build up our own industries and thus in- 
crease our national wealth, that is the 
wealth of the people, and at the same time 
to make us so independent of Great Britain 
and all other foreign countries that, in case 
of war with any of them, we would be in a 
hetter position to come out victorious. The 
means used was the protective tariff. 


At Washington it seems to be the opinion 
of our statesmen that the American mor- 


chant marine may be, to a large extent, re- 
vivified by giving ships flying the American 


flag free passage through the canal, while 


a toll is to be levied on the ships of other 


ships are relieved from the burden, it will 


help.

MODERN CITY 
TAKES SHAPE. 


Ideal Site Being Laid Out on 
Dominguez Ranch. 


Expert's Tentative Plan. Has 
Been Completed. 
Will Separate Industrial from 
Residence Part. 


Frederick Law Olmsted, the expert 


the Dominguez Ranch, just west of 


tative plans for the district and gangs 
of surveyors are busy in laying out 
the city. 

The Southern Pacific has completed 
a’ survey from Dominguez Junction 
which runs south of Aviation Field 
and crosses the north end of Nigger 
Slough and will connect with the new} 
townsite and the Pacific Electric line 
from San Pedro to Gardena. 

The Pacific Electric line will be 
broad-gauged at once and direct serv- 
ice will be maintained with the city 
over the new Redondo cut-off by way 
of Watts and the four-track system. 
A contract has been made whereby 
the new town will be supplied with 
water from the wells of the Domin- 
guez water svstem on the banks of 
the San Gabriel. The pipe line will 
be thigty-six inches in diameter and 
probably will terminate in a reser- 
voir southwest of the district. This 
section of the townsite lies on high 
ground and the city could easily be 
supplied by gravity. 
The direct good roada system of 
the county from Los Angeles to the 
harbor lies between Nigger Slough and 
the new town and a b h road will 
run to the new townsite and give easy 
access to the city to moter vehicles. 
It is in the plan of the new town it- 
self that has been the crowning fea- 
ture of the Olmsted plan. 

The residence district of the new 
town, which is as yet unnamed, lies to 
the south and west of the industrial 


across the residence district and carry 
the smoke from the factories away 
from the homes. 

GOOD FREIGHT FACILITIES. 
The shape of the tract purchased is 
rectangular and the entrance of the 
combined Pacific Electric and Soutl- 
ern Pacific freight entrance is from 
the northeast corner. Just inside of 
the property line this line splits, one 
branch running south and after skirt- 
ing the eastern side ‘of the property

With the industrial district three 
miles in length, and three-fourths of 
a mile in width with spur track ap- 
proaches from the outside, there is 
a plan for a wide team track to lie 
on the inside edge of the industrial 
property, with roads running into the
